Head of the Court of Last Resort. 


Washington, Dec. 12.— Associate Jus­ 
tice Edward Douglass W hite of the 
United State* supreme court is to be 
elevated to the chief justiceship of that 
tribunal. 
President Taft will send the 
nomination to the senate today. 
It was reported, though neither con 
flrmation nor denial was obtainable at 
the W hite House, that President Taft 
will name as associate justices Judge 
Willis Van 
Dcvanter 
of Cheyenne 
Wyo., now a federal judge in the 
Eighth United States circuit, and Jo ­ 
seph 
Rucker l^imar of Georgia, a 
Democrat and a former justice of the 
Georgia supreme court. 
It also was reported, likewise with 
out confirmation, that the new court 
of commerce will be named by the 
president today and will consist of the 
following: 
Martin Knapp of New York, at fires 
ent chairman of the interstate com­ 
merce commission; Robert A. Arch 
bald, at present United States district 
judge of the middle district of Penn­ 
sylvania; 
William H. Hunt of Mon 
tana, now a judge of the court of cus 
toms appeals; Arthur C. Denison of 
Michigan, at present judge of the 
Western district of that state; Julian 
W. Mack of Chicago, now judge of the 
appellate circuit court of the First 
Illinois district. 
Mr. Mack is a Demo­ 
crat. 
To till the vacancies on the inter­ 
state commerce commission in place 
of Chairman Knapp and former Sena­ 
tor E. M. Cockrell of Missouri, it was 
reported the president will name D. H. 
Meyer of Wisconsin and C. C. Mc­ 
Chord of Kentucky. 


W ill Cause Some Surprise. 


The 
announcement 
that 
Justice 
White will be the new chief justice 
undoubtedly will cause some surprise, 
because It had been pretty generally 
understood for some time that Justice 
Charles E. Hughes was slated for that 
high honor. 
In the last two or three 
days, however, It became known that 
a change in the head of the supreme 
court slate might be made. 
Some of the president's closest ad­ 
visers argued with him that Justice 
Hughes’ experience at the bar had not 
been sufficient to warrant his promo­ 
tion at this time to the highest ju­ 
dicial position in the country. 
They 
claimed that Mr Hughes’ reputation 
as a lawyer had been gained princi­ 
pally in his conduct of two legislative ’ 
investigations. 
They agreed with the president that 
everything pointed to a most brilliant 
career on the bench for the former 
governor. 
At the same time they of­ 
fered 
the 
argument 
that 
Justice 
Hughes was the youngest man on the 
bench and that his opportunity for 
promotion would come later when he 
would have had the advantage of the 
maturing experience of having served 
several years on the bench. 
It Is said the president sees in Mr. 
Hughes most of the qualities that he 
believes essential in a chief justice. 
Young, vigorous, possessing great ex­ 
ecutive ability and with progressive 
ideas, Mr. Hughes was looked upon 
as the man who could do much to 
bring about the reform in judicial pro­ 
ceedings in this country. 
Mr. Taft re­ 
gards court reforms as an imperative 
necessity. 
He has made strong repre­ 
sentations on the subject In his mes­ 
sage to congress and is hopeful that 
something substantial can be accom­ 
plished In the course of his adminis­ 
tration. 
The president has been careful In 
making his selections of judges and 
he finally was impressed by the objec­ 
tion of Inexperience of Justice Hughes, 
especially on the bench. 
Always cou­ 
pled with the criticism of Mr. Hughes 
as a chief justice wras 
the highest 
praise for the former governor as a 
man and as an associate justice.

Rio Janeiro, Dec. 12.—The govern­ 
ment troops are again in control of 
tho garrison on Cobra island, and the 
second mutiny of the naval forces has 
ended with a heavy casualty list, but 
in a way that probably will prevent 
further risings for some time to come. 
The mutineers in the garrison, who 
composed a battalion of the marine 
corps, numbered about 600 men. 
Of 
these 200 were either killed or wound­ 
ed. 
The others were taken prisoners 
by the destroyers while attempting to 
escape from the island during the 
night. 
Two hundred citizens were either 
killed or wounded while watching the 
bombardment from the streets of the 
city or along the water front. 
Many 
government buildings were damaged, 
including the treasury, the foreign of­ 
fice and the departments of public 
works and telegraphs, all handsome 
structures. 
Two land batteries, two warships 
and several destroyers took part in 
the bombardment of the island and 
twice 
during 
the 
engagement 
an 
armistice was allowed for the removal 
of the dead and wounded. 
Firing 
ceased entirely late in the evening 
but no actual surrender or the rebels 
occurred, the commanders of the gov­ 
ernment forces deeming It the wiser 
course to awalt the coming of day. 
The destroyers, however, were sta­ 
tioned within easy range of the island 
so as to prevent any attempt of the 
mutineers to escape. Toward midnight 
several boats put out and men could 
be seen swimming, evidently with the 
intention of reaching the mainland. 
The destroyers bore down on them 
and made them prisoners. 
According to the newspapers, the 
causes leading to the second revolt are 
trivial, most of the demands made by 
the men in the last mutiny having 
been granted by Hie government. 


Postmaster General Renews Recom­ 


mendation for Parcels Post— Loss 


in Rural Mad Service— Policy of the 


Department. 


Washington, 
Dec.

Postmaster 
General Hitchcock has issued his an­ 
nual report, which states in part as 
follows: 
"A year ago the fiscal records of the 
postal service disclosed a deficit of 
$17,500,000, the largest in the history 
of the country. 
In the space of twelve 
months a reduction of $11,500,000 has 
been made in this doficit, the excess 
of expenditures over receipts as re­ 
ported for the year ended June 30 last 
amounting to only $5,848,566.88. 
"It is most gratifying to report that 
this unprecedented reduction has been 
made without any curtailment of j m >s 
tai facilities. 
On the contrary, the 
service has hem largely extended. 
“ The recommendation made in the 
last annual re[>ort of the department 
for the introduction of a limited par­ 
cel post service on rural routes is 
earnestly ienewed. 
It is believed that 
as soon as the postal savings system 
is thoroughly organized the postoffice 
department should he prepared to es­ 
tablish throughout the country a gen­ 
eral parcel post. 


Cost of Rural Delivery. 


"Next to the heavy loss resulting 
from the low |K>stage rate on second 
class mail the principal inroad into 
the profits of the postal service is that 
made by the excessive cost of rural 
delivery. 
The large expenditures for 
rural mail service are far more Justl 
liable, however, than are the much 
heavier payments required to meet the 
losses incurred on account of second 
class mail. 
"The board of trustees created by 
the act of June 25, 1910, to control, 
supervise and administer the postal 
savings system has made substantial 
progress in perfecting a plan of opera­ 
tion. 
‘‘After a most careful investigation 
and numerous conferences with lead­ 
ing bankers the board unanimously de­ 
cided to adopt the plan of using cer­ 
tificates of dejKisit instead of pass 
books. 
"The department’s present policy, as 
already indicated, is to extend the 
service as rapidly as is warranted by 
increasing population and to accom­ 
plish its savings not by the curtail­ 
ment of postal facilities, but by hand­ 
ling in a more systematic and busi­ 
nesslike manner the 
constantly ex 
Handing volume of the mails. 
In fur­ 
therance of this policy there were es 
ta bushed during the year over 1,500 
new postoffices, while the rural deliv­ 
ery system was greatly extended by 
putting into operation 515 new routes, 
traversing altogether 12,235 miles.”

Mitchell, S. D., Dee. 12.—A 
short 
time since a ruling was issued by the 
general land office at Washington that 
a continuous residence would be re­ 
quired of the entrymen. 
This was construed by the depart­ 
ment to mean there should be no ab­ 
sence from the claim and if there was 
the one returning to the land would be 
required to live on the land fourteen 
months consecutively from the time 
of his return. 
This ruling was a se­ 
vere hardship on entrymen, in that it 
was practically impossible to remain 
on the land without leaving it for a 
certain time, and every person who 
did so endangered the permanency of 
his residence. 
This ruling, however, has just been 
rescinded by the department In a let­ 
ter received in Mitchell from S. V. 
Proudfit, 
assistant 
commissioner of 
the general land office, which contains 
the following statement: 
“ You are advised that, as held by 
the department, a homestead 
entry- 
man’s absence from his claim, pursu­ 
ance to leave of absence duly granted, 
does not break the continuity of his 
residence; that is, ii is periods of resi­ 
dence before and after said absence 
may tie added together in order to 
make the period required for commu­ 
tation." 
Under this ruling those who have 
been away from their claims will not 
have the permanency of their resi­ 
dence endangered and will be able to 
prove up on their land without tile an­ 
ticipated trouble under the old order

He was told that, inasmuch as 
congress had a measure of responsi­ 
bility in the premises, It would be 
more desirable, In the event that a 
conclusion was reached that the trea­ 
ties should be restricted In their ap­ 
plication. for congress to act after re­ 
ceiving official advices from the White 
House. 
Every move hearing on the lid order 
that has been made in Washington 
during the past week has been envel­ 
oped in secrecy. 


Minnesotans at Conference. 


It is known that members of th* 
Minnesota delegation in congress are 
taking a deep interest in the matter 
and that they have held frequent con­ 
ferences concerning it and that at the 
W hite House conference at least three 
Minnesota representatives were pres­ 
ent.
